INSTANCES OF FAILURE.

Sometimes  the Afflicted Recover
Without Any Treatment.

HYDROPHODIA A GREAT RARITY.

Nearly All Reported Cases Are Something
Else or Imaginary.

THE OPINION OF AN EMINENT DOCTOR

TEPEOTAL TELNGRAM TO TIE DISPATOR]

N=w York, Aug 25 —Some things that
have happened in the Inst few days have at-
tracted attention to Dr. Paul Gibier and the
Yastenr Hydrophebia Tustitute in this city.
Medieal men of renown have never indorsed
the alleged hydrophiobia cure, and now sev-
eral of them come out unbesitatingly and
declare it to be a delusion.

Last week Myron Adams, one of Dr. Gib-
icr's patients, who bad been 18 days in the
inetitate and was discharged as  enred, died
at Ashland, Mase, with every indieation of
being a vietim of hydrophobin.  This week
young Hugo Eitel, who was said by four
phrsicians to be in the last stages of hydro-
phobin, and who has never been treated by
Dr. Gibier, has entirely recovered. These
faets have raieed o qnestion ns to the value
of the Pasteur treatment as administered in
this conntry, and also as to what physicians
kuow about hydrophobin

It is now 15 months sinee Dr. Paul Gibier
opeued the Pastenr Institute in this city.
It was established at o time when the
Pasteur diseoveries were new, and were the

would sttract attention anywhere. Al-
though not above the medinm height, his
well proportioned frame gives him the ap-
pearunce of being n large man. He has
that perfectly clear white skin which is so
seidom met with in men. He wears a jet
biack beard. The Doctor's full red lips,
1=which when parted in the smile that plays
around his mouth, continually disclose s
set of white nnd beautifully regunlar teeth.

He usunlly dresses in the most gevere
black. His manner is at once reassuring
and gentle, which with that innate polite-
ness which characterizes every educated
Frenchman, goes to make up  the personel
of the wan. Dr. Gibier has not been able
topet rid of a decided accent when he
speaks our lsngnage, and at times he hesi-
tates in the selection of 8 word. But when
he finds the word he wants, it is just the
thing.

QUITE A MAGNXETIC MAN.

Dr. Gibier possesses considerable person-
al magnetism. He appears to be enthusins-
tic over his work nnd once hydrophobia {is
mentioned, he takes up the subject with

warmth.

“It is n most horrible dizease, and one
which may well be dreaded by humanity at
large. No mulady of which medical science
has any knowledge is so insidions in its
workings. It is completely berond the
control of ordinary remedies. Hydrophobia
has been known to develop five years after
the patient was bitten, and cases where two
or three vears have els Are very com-
mon. Where the Pasteur treatment is not
resorted to it is simply impossible for the
patient to recover, The agony which the
unfortunate person endures is bevond the
power of words to express.

“Animals, and more especially birds, do
sometimes get over it. | have experimented
on a numberof hens which L inoculated with
the virus from a_ rabid dog. The birds
showed all the evmptoms of rabies, and
wasted away until ther were bunches of
bones and feathers. They would partake
ofno food. T administered nourishment
artifically, and they all lived to form the
active priucipie of a pot-pre.”

FIFTY VICTIMS OF RABIES.

Concerning the humber of deaths from
supposed hydrophobia in the United States
gines the Pasteur treatment was introduced
h""l‘; :‘be doctor enid: >y .

“Fifty cases nre reported where e
have died of rubies df:"ing' the putp;ocgr.
Only one of the cases was treated acrording
to the Pasteur method.” The following is
the first annunal report of the “Pasteur’ In-
stitute issued in Muarch:

Froomn the day of opening to the present
time the Pasteur Iustitote bas been doing a
rushing business, and the resson is plain,
The fear of being bitten by n rabid avimal is
widespread. Shout “mad dog" inthe sireets
of any city, and there will be a panic. Men
who have faced demth in battle without

flinching, will quail before o common enr
that some one save i=smnd, Women swoon
with fright when they see adog running
fram: o esng of boye who are stoning it.
Chitdron are driven ermzy by the thought
that sher may have hrdrophobia as the re-
vizit of & sorateh by a pet pondie.

Promn ol parts of the country people whe

hiave been bitten are sent to this city for
treatment. They do not wait to obtain
evidence  thal  the animal bad rahbiex

Usnally the dog oreat is Killed at once.
EXPERIMENTS SOMFETIMES MADE,

Sometimes, however, it eseapes sntirely.
It some caxes it has been annonnesd that a
portion of the spinal cord of the animal was

removed in order to determine by experi-
ment whather the dog was mad or nd. A
tew inuocont rabbits or guinen pigs wore

inorulated, and then the public beard no
wore of that end of the case.

Meanwlhile the person who was bitten
wonld be rushed off to  Iir. Gibier for treat-
ment,  The less evidence there was of the
rmaduess of the animal, the more desirable
thie patient and the more certain the cure.
It is doubtful if a single patient has been
treatod by Dr. Gibier who was actually bit-
ten by a dog affected with rabies

O the other hand, there have been several
instances where people who had been bitten
were refused treatment by Dr. Giber be-
cause thev showed a twitching of the mus-
cles, one of the first indications of hydro-

inhia; and in one ¢ace 2 man who wns re-

}nwi treatment by Gibler died in Chambers
Sireot [ospital in convulkions, cansed in all
probubility as much by fright as by any-
thine else,

The Pastewr Justitute in New *York is
Jeented ot No. 178 West Tenth street.  The
building is unpretentious, it being one of
the old residences which were formerly oe-
eupicd by New York’s haut ton in the davs
when living above Fourteenth sireet was
living in the conatry.

A DERIRIPTION OF TRE HOUSE

The howse hus been remodeled to aecom-
modate such patients as wish 10 be upder
the constant care of Dr. Gibier. A big
brass plate fixed to one of the door posis
and biaring the inseription, “New York
Tasteur Institute,” ix the only mark that
distingmiches the house from itx neighbors,

A ring ot the bell brings a tidy servant
to the door and the visitor is nshered into n
reception room on the first fioor. There is
o nitempt at display in the farnichiog of
the room. Everytlung is there for use, A
fuirly good specimen of the oriental rug
eovers e floor and the walls are dung with
framed photographs of eminent French
physicians, Pastenr’s likeness having the
plase of honor above the mantel. The cur-
rent nuntibers of the French iilustruted pa-
pers are on a center table. A few substan-
tinl plushcovered chaire and a well-worn
divan go 1o make up the contents of the
Toom where so many confiding people have
awnited with fear and trembling the eall
which will usher them inio the presence ot
the mau who both frichtens them and
sooties their fears
The consultation room is in the rear of the
waiting rom and separated from it by fold-
ing dovrs and 4 pair of beary red eurtains.

BEHIND THE CUKTAINS

When the doctor is ready for a patient he
comes to 1he door hitoself, and Iloldinguide
the curtains, savs, with a marked acecent:

“Who ves the next®"*

The caller who expetts to see m’qmthin;
out of the ordinary behind those eurtains is
disappointed.  The room where the inocu-
Istions gre made does not differ in any
marked respect Trom the office of a practic-
ing pnysician,  There is a big desk littered
with papers and books of reference, and one
or two canvas bound volumes in which the
names, ages und histories of the patients
are entered, A big tank of oxvygen which
s used by Dr. Gibter in the treatment of
tubierculosis stands in one oorner of the
rovis.

One looks in vain for the vinls containin
the much-taliied of hydropliobic virus, an

daring the first year of its existence (Fob-
ruary 15, 1890, vo Februnry 18 1851). Eight
hundred and twenty-eight porsons having
been bitten by dogs ur cats, came to be
treated. These patients may be divided
Into cat ries,

First—For M3 of these persons it was
demonstrated that the animuls which nt-
tneked them were not mwad, Consequently
the patients were seot back after having
their wonnds artended, daring the proper
length of time, when it was necessary.

Sevond—In I8 cases the anti-hydrophobie
trestment was applied, hydrophobia of the
anfmals which fntlieted Lites having been
evienced olinlcally, or by the inoenlation in
the labmratory, and in many cases by the
death of some other persons or animals bit-
ten by the same dogs.

No death eaused by hydrophonia hins been
reportod among the persons inocninted.

IT 1S A DECEPTIVE EEPORT.

The innceuracices of the report are apparent
to any onc who reads the accounts of cases
in the newspapers st the time that they oc-
eur. The ehinieal evidence that the animals
which inflicted the bites had hydrophobia
was oot obtainable in more than two or
thres out of the large number of ecases
treated. No physician eapable of making 8
proper diagnosis was at hand while the an-
imal was alive.

In some cases a portion of the brain of the
r. Gibier. From this an
emulsion is made, which is injected under
the dura mater of a rabbit, e Iatter ex-

riment is of little value, owing to the
ength of time that elapses from the death
gt' the animal to the inoculation of the rab-

it.

There is not & single rase on record where
Dr. Gibier has cured a patient whoe had heen
bitten by an animal declared by any compe-
tent authority to be effected with hydropho-
bia. All of the cases he treats are those of
people who suspect that thes have been bit-
ten by a rabid animal. If their suspicions
are confirmed by any physical sigus, they
are told that too much time has elapsed for
them to be eured by the Pastenr or any other
method.

DIt GIBIER'S THEORY,

Asked to give the theory of hydrophobia,
Its process in the human system and the
theory and proeess of eure, Dr. Gibier said:

““The theory of hydrophobis, or rables,
has been =0 often gone over that it is to me
what you Americans terim a ‘chestnut.” Tt
i« ne well established as i any of the more
common diseases which are treated by the
medical profession every day. But if there
is likely 1o be any controversy at this late
dny over the existence of rabies and its pre-
vention by the Pasteur method, T must
decline to be interviewed. 1 will make no
defense of the methods employed by the
Pastenr school. It requires none.

“There is Kocu's cure for consamption.
How long «'id that stand the light of scien-
tifie investigation® A few weeks and the
bubible exploded, much to the disappoint-
ment of every medieal practitioner who was
at all advanced in hix profession. Has the
Pasteur trestment withstnod the attarks
made upon it by the few who will ndmit
nothing that they have not read in their
textbooks while at school? Decidedly,

BABIES PATIENTS DON'T BARK.

“This ense of Hugo Eitel was to my mind
a case of falve hydrophobin. Assocon asl
read of his barking like o dog, I st onece
msde op my mind that it was not the

enuine thing. Real hydrophobis patients
ﬁn not bark. They do not go upon all fours
or snap nt persons wesr them, When yon
read of that you mnay be sure it is eithera
reportorinl embellishment or it is false
bydrophobia.”

= t have you to say, doctor, coneern-
ing the desth of little Myron Adams at
Ashland, Mass, after having assured his
parents that there was no danger.”

“It was merely one of the cases which go
to make :E the 1 per cent who die after be-
ing treated. Out of 1,300 persons who were
inoeulated in Paris last year only 11 died
from rsbies. Every one of the 1,000 had
been bitten by animals undmbteély mad.
That you sce is less than 1 per cent.””

Dr. Gibier then deserined the sensutions
produced iu the patient by the inoculations.
He had himself through the course of
treatment for the purpose of noting the
effect on_the system, He woticed during
the first few days that there were slight
pains through the lumbar regions, & decided
increase in the secretion of saliva and
the fluids of the body and towards the last
of the inoculations, which extended overa
period of 14 days, & dizziness and sharp
twinge of pain at the point where the injec-
tions were made, were the more marked
symptoms. These passed off in 8 few days
and left him in as good a state of health us
he would desire

TWO GHEAT MEDICAL FAILURES,

When Drown-Sequard, the eminent
Freach scientist, nnnounesd to the world
his discovery that life conld be prolonged
and old age made as vigorous as youth hy
menns of a certain elixir. there was a tre-
mendons sensation.  Old men and old
wonien rushed to their physicians and asked
io be made yonng again, and thousands of
doctors who went into the elixir business
gathered in the shekels,

But Dr. George I, Shrady, of this city,
pricked the bohble by o carefully prepared
editorial for the Naliewl Kecord, of which he
is editor. His views were printed in nearly
every l;ew per in the countrv and in
many foreign papers.  Brown-Sequard's
elixir dropped ont of sight even mn:‘ll! sud-
denly than it appeared.

The next great medieal sensation was Dr.
Koch's lymrh_ Cousumptives and persons
afflicted with phthisis and lupus erowded the
hospitals begging for treatiment,  Pilgrims
from all over the world flocked to Berlin,
Aﬁun did Dr. Shrady eome out in no mis-
taken terms and declared the lymph not

/

only of no value as acure, but a positive
in some cases.

Ouce sgain is Dr. Shrady avoused. The
man who was General Grant’s surgeon in
liis last illness, and whose connecticn with
prominent cases has given him a world-
wide reputation, declares that Dr. Gibier's
Institute is a delusion.

Di. SHRADY ON THE METHOD

When ween in his cosy office on Lexing-
ton avenue, it was with considerable relue-
tance that Dr. Shrady was made to &
himself, but when pressed for his o?:l:
of Dr. Gibier's establishment and hydroe-
phobin in human beings, Dr. Shrady said:

“Inall my practice, inand out of hos-

itals, T have naver seen a case of genuine

_rdmylu‘hohia, and, further shan that, I have
never known a physician who hns.  Rather
A strong sssertion, isn’t it, considering the
fact that there isa ariv established in-
Stitute in this city where Dr, Gibier is pre-
venting—I use the word ndrisedlry;Em-
venting, I sav, hundreds of cases o ieg
every week, and making both fame and, in-
cidentally, fortune for himself.

“Now, understand that we do not deny
that there may be a disease ealled hydro-

hobia. There are many cases cited in med-

eal literature, the authel_:tit:it]r of which
would seem to be unquestioned. What we
do deny is that hydrophobia is as prevalent
or as liable to nccur with such frequency as
Dr, Gibier and other disciplex of Pastenr
would have people believe. We deny that
a bite from every snapping cur will produce
rabies, and further, we deny that a dog
affiicted with a genuine case of rabies would,
of necessity, be followed by hydrophobia in
the injured person. We have a right to
deny these things until they have been
proven to our satisfaction.”

MISTAKEN CASES NF HYDROPHOBIA.

“What is it, then, doctor, that is mistaken
for hydrophobia?"

“0h, most anything that snits their pur-
pose. The wvarious torms of hysterin are
often called by the more terrible name, and
under thie cloak wondersare performed.
Tetanus or lockjaw is sometimes mistaken,
sometimes purposely, I suprooe, for hydro-
phobin, and agnin are miracnlous cures
worked, But I must say that out of the
thousands of dog bite that have come under
my notice or care I never knew one toresult
in hyvdrophobin.

*“[ was once staying at a little country
villuge. There wasn ogscare, Isaw
the brute myself, and thought at the time
thut he was mad. He ran down the road
foaming and frothing at the mouth, his head
down, snapping st animals and persons
Several people were bitten very badly. One
little girl bad her cheek nearly torn ofil
There was great cxcitement in the village,of
course, and the injured people came to we
for treatment. I was afraid of hydrophobis
then, believing the brute to be mad, but I
treated the wounds as I would ordinary in-
juries, Did they all die of hydrophobia?
They certainly did not, That was ten years
ago, and every cne of them lives to-day.

THE SECHEVT OF DR, GIBIER'S SUCCESS,

“Now, what is Dr. Gibier trying to do?
Simply trying to prevent what is not likely
to oecur.  Nuturally he is making a big sue-
eess of it.  Think of the maoy thousands of
persons who are bitten by dogs, mad or
otherwise, every year. Then see how few
cases of hydrophobia there are. Now sub-
tract from the whole number of ecases these
which are really something else, and yon
have left a very small qmt.it;r. It is
nothing in fact. And this is what Dr.
(iihirrﬁa preventing.

“Pastenr is a great man, o learned scien-
tigt and he has given to the world & pum-
ber of important truths, but in his latest
flight methinks he is mistaken. Tt is quite
possible that his rreatment does no harm, but
what is the use of preventing what is not
going to happen? As for myself, I wonld
ruther take my chances nuy day witha dog
bite than with the cures. How, pray, can
they prove that their virng does not remain
inert when it has no visible effect?

“In the case of vaccination for smallpox
there is a tangible result. Smallpox cases
have been common enunilen, and it hus been
assured, too, that it can be prevented by in-
oculation. In the case of an alleged hy-
drophobia patient there are no pathologieal
symptoms, no typical post mortem condi-
tions that assure us that it was a case of hy-
drophobia.

DEALING WITH USEKOWN QUANTITIES

“How then are we to tell if an inocnla-
tion has been snccessful or not? It brings
us into dealings with quantifics which are
#o vague as to be altogether at varinnce with
medical precision.

“But some people will say that whether
it has been proven thatinoculation prevents
or not, it is well to be on the safe side.
Possibly. Dut au];upue some crank shonld
pop up and say that he hos diseovered a
virus which would prevent typheid fever.
Well, if 100 ‘pwp e had been exposed and
they should all be inoculated—it is
able thut not one of these people wonld have
taken the fever any way—they are inocu-
Inted, however, and the erank eclaims 100
wonderful cures,

““Where is the necessity, weask. Why ex-
cite and alarm the people to such an ex-
tent? Thut is just what is being done.
People have been worked upto such a pitch
that one man in every ten, at least, who has
ut some time or other been bitten imagines
when he has a little difficulty in swallowing
his cup of coffee in the morniug that he has
the premonitory symptoms of rabies. The
tﬂ.ll[l is he has got a little sore throat from
getting his feet wet the night before.

SUCCESSIUL IN TURERCTULOSIS.

“We could eriticise Dr. Gibier’s pecaliar
methods of advertising himself, but we will
not. That is his affair. In his specialty,
tuhercalosis, he is unquestionably success-
ful, but as a preventor of hydrophobia—

pshaw! 1 will only say that,if be is sincere,
¢ is mistaken, at is the opinion of the
greater part of the medical profession.™

The case of young Hu itel is interest-
ing in view of Dr. v's 5. The
bor was prostrated by the heat about one
month agn. The recent hot spell affected
him %o that he had a high fever. Then he
snid he had been bitten by a dog. This put
the boy's aunt, with whom he was staying,
in a terrible fright.

The physician ealled in aggravated mat-
ters by refusing the boy water while he was
burning wip with thirst cansed by the fever,
and four big burly men with lows were
stationed in the room with orders to rush
upon the boy with pillows whenever he
moved. Thisfrigitencd the Ind into eon-
vulsious. Then he was taken tothe Pres-
byterian Hospital, in the city. Dr. Huppe,
who had charge of the case at the hospital,
eaid: “The boy is really suffering from
what is known as hystero-nenrosia, an hys-
terical or highly excited state of the nerv-
ous system.  This resulted in the convul-
sions which seemed to be of a hydrophobiae
character,

SUFFERING FROM CAXNINE SPASMA

“It is true that when young Eitel was
first brought to the hospital he gave evi-
dences of a subjective variety of h_tdw?ho-
hin- No evidences of the objective form
were ever present.”

All this, Dr. Huppe explained, means
thut when the boy entered the hospital he
was suffering from canine s He
barked aud snapped at people viciously,
frothed at the mouth, nttered strange ani-
mal sounds, licked his chops and did other
tln_nis that & dri l\mnlul o, all the while
writhing in terrible agony. sym
toms made three or four tp]:yri:
cians, added Dr. Huppe, ery hydrophobia
the moment they set their cyes on yonng
Eitel. They scared the family and their
neighbors to death, and these in turn
treated the boy in such a maoner as to drive
him into spasms,

The boy has an organic affection of the
heart, says  Dr. Huppe, which will result
in his eventual death. He was in ‘the hos-
Eital & year ago for treatment. This trou-

le and his weak, nervoussvstem frequently
bronght on the spasme, He has been dis-
charged from the hospital, and may live
many years yet, unless his frivnds frighten
him to deatn with their hydrophobia scares,

SHOWERS OF STONES.

A Strange Phenomenon Said to Be

Frequent in the Mountains,
THEY’RE TINY FALLING METEORS.

Buperstitions of Sinners Are Worked Upon
by an Evangelist,

MINOR NEWS FROM THE THREE STATES

[SPECIAL TELEGRAMS TO THE DISPATCIL)

Hixtox, W. V., Aug. 9.—The people
living on New River Mountain in this
(Summers) county, are much wroug!:t up
by a phenomenon which has been witnessed
there at intervals for several months, but
only recently assumed startling proportions.
In May, reports were circulated of a mys-
terious rain of tiny stones, which appar-
ently eame out of the ether above.

At first these attracted little attention,

but as time passed the reports became so
In re-

sponse to inquiries from a distanes, THE
DISPATCH correspondent visited the moun-
tain last week to investigate the stories. He
found that while common is con-
siderably cxazgerated, there isa basis of
truth for it, and the facts, which are sus-
ceptible of proof are mysterious and inter-
esting enongh.

In May several stones fell in an “open
or clearing near the eabin of Cy Henley
who lives half way up the north slope of
the mountain. These were jagged pieces of
sandstone, the size of a walnut, and as there
is an old trail and a quarry high above him
on the mountain, all the notice Henley took
of the matter was to curse tho persons he
supposed to have thrown the stones,

HATLING PEBBLES ON A * 20F.

One night in June, howe 1, he wWns
awnkened by sounds on his - wof like the
falling of hail, and as he had o little garden
patch well along he was uneasy as to the ef-
tect of the hail. Examination in the morn-
ing developed that the hall was ting stones,
Henley spoke of this to other mountaineers,
and it was learned that oceasionnl s ones
had fallen at other points of the mountain

In July a clearing almost on the top of the
mountain was visited by n desnitory ruin of
stones, many of them seriking bulldings with
a lond nofse nnd bounding off. A peculinrity
of this shower wns the presence of severnl
pebbles, which are as rare on that mountain
as jeicles in Augnst.

The superstition of the mountiineers was
aroused, und some stringe theories weie ad-
vanced. A newspaper in a neighboring
connty recently pnblished a story that
showers of stones wore ulmost constant on
the mountauins, and that business wias sus-
pended on account of the excited condition
of the populace, The fact is that the “popu-
Ince" consists of not over u dozen families,
sentterod over the mountuin, and there
never was nuy business to suspend,

The most peculinr munifestutions of the
mystery which enn be shown to liave ac-
tually occurred were on the farm of Ellison
Fosninn, a Justice of the Peace living on the
south slope. Several stones had fillen here
At intervuls of n duy or s0, anid BEd Meekers,
s school teacher of the vicinity, went to
Fosman’'s to investigate, A stone was heard
to fall In the yard, nnd alter some search
Meckers found it. It was almost sunk be-
neath the hard surface of the ground and
wax amooth, black, of s perfect oval shape
and about the size of & robin’s egy. Meek-
erssays it was warm when he touched it
Just as he st 1 another stone struck him
A sharp blow in the small of his back. Thia
stone was sonrcely lnrger than a llma besn
l;ld about thut shape, although not 4o reg-
ular.

LARGER STONES SOMETIMES FALL.

A stone as lnrge 88 o man's fist, resembling
brown hematite iron ore, fell on the roof of
Addison Butt's honse, two miles from 'Squire
Fosman’s, and bounding off fell into a barrel
of rain water at the corner of the house, It
sizzled like hot iron and sent up n little
cloud of st This st is undoubtedly
of mateoric origin, as some of the othors may
be, but the aversge falling 15 an irreg-
ular, jagged bit of sandstone, and smaill
clondsof coarse sund accompany some of
the stomes. Twigs are Lroken off trees,
shingles split and corn broken down. Prob-
nbly u buahel of these stones have fallen in
nll in the oleari If, as spems 11'.\11')1::11.11';,
the phenomenon been genernl over the
mountaln, several tons must have fallen,

Your correspondent secured several of
the stones, One isa perfect minfnture flat-
bottomed bont, Another islike a diminutive
turtle, having the sutures of the shell
plainly marked. 1t is I'{ Inches long, and of
a prmyish yvellow color.
